ceiver. 
Most of it is produced 
from carnotlle ore found in Colo­ 
rado and Utah, 


What it requires to produce 
one gram of radium was also told 
and the figures are given below: 
2'500 tons of mining ore, 500 tons 
milling ore, 500 tons chemicals, 
1,000 tons coal, 10,000 tons dis­ 
tilled water, 200 mine men and 
1'50 chemical laboratory men. It 
requires six months time to cojn- 
plete the process of extracting 
the radiiim.

described 
briefly what has been accomplish­ 
ed in the treatment of disease by 
the use of ry^dium. 
Cancer and 
tumor cells are destroyed after 
the blood supply has been cut off 
by treatments, then the destroyed 
tissue are removed

many cases the combined treat­ 
ment by X-ray and radium is 
mo^t effective.

The revenue act of 1921 con- 
ti.ins two new and important pro­ 
visions with respect lo deductions 
for bad debts. 
Debts accortained 
to be worthless and charged off 
during the year 1921 may bo de- 
dueted, an<l when satisfied that a 
debt is recoverable only in part, 
the C!ommissloner 
of 
Internal 
Revenue may be 
allowed 
such 
debt to be charged off In part. 


Where a ta.xpayer, as a matter 
of established business 
practice, 
sots up annually « reserve for had 
debts, based upon experience, re­ 
asonable additions to such reserve 
during the year, within the dis­ 
cretion of the commissioner, may 
be deducted. 
In such case, debts 
written off on the books of the 
taxpayer must be changed against' 
the re.serve, and must be claimed 
as a deduction from gross income. 


Before deducting a debt in part 
a taxpayer must be able to show' 
with a reasonable degree of cer­ 
tainty the amount uncollectable. 
In determining whether a debt Is 
worthless in whole or in part, tho 
commiEsioner will consider pertin­ 
ent evidence, such as the value of' 
collateral, if any, and the financial 
condition of the debtor. 
Partial 
deductions will ^e allowed with 
respect to specific debts only. 


ItiTserve Aecotmts. 
Taxpayers, who prior to 1921, 
have maintained reserve accounts 
for bad debts may deduct a reas­ 
onable addition to such reserves 
during the last year in lieu of a 
deduction for specific bad 
debt 
items. 
Those who have not here­ 
tofore maintained such reserve ac­ 
counts, may now’ elect to do so. 
In sucli case they may determine 
the 
amount 
that 
reasonably 
should have been set up at Decem­ 
ber 30, 1920 (which sum shall nt»t 
be deduatcd in computing net in­ 
come), and for 1921 and sub.se 
quent years, may add a reasonable 
adilion lo such reserve, and de­ 
duct the amount in computing the 
income. 
What constitutes 
such 
“ reasonable addition” must be de­ 
termined In tho light of facts, and 
will vary as between classes of 
business, and with conditions of 
bus'ness 
prosperity. 
Specific 
Items of bad debts ascertaine<i to 
be worthless should be charged 
against the reserve fund, and 1101 
deducted from gross income. 


A taxpayer using 
the 
reserve 
method should include in his re­ 
turn a statement showing the vol­ 
ume of his charge sales (or other 
business transactions) 
for 
the 
year, the percentage of service to 
such amounts, the total amount 
of notes and accounts receivable 
at the beginning and end of the 
taxable year, and the amount of 
debts ascertained to be worthless 
or partially w’orthless, and charg­ 
ed off against the reserve account 
during the taxabfe year. 


To be allowed claims for deduc­ 
tions of bad debts must have cer­ 
tain qualities. 
The debt, or that 
portion which is not recoverable, 
must have been determined to be 
worthless and carged off within 
the taxable year. The return must 
contain evidence that the ordinary 
means of collection have been ex­ 
hausted and that 
legal 
action 
would in all probability not result 
In collection of the debt. 


Unpaid loans made to ntîedy re­ 
latives with little or no expecta­ 
tion of their return, are not de­ 
ductible, but are 
regarded 
as 
gifts. 
Where the creditor con- 
tlnue.s to extend credit to a debt­ 
or, a debt may not be charged off 
as worthless. It a debt Is forgiven 
it can not bo claimed as a deduc­ 
tion, because it is then regarded 
as a gift, which Is nob an allow­ 
able deduction. 


A valid debt proved 
to 
be 
w’orthlesH is not alway,s a proper 
deduction. 
For example unpaid 
amounts representing wages, sal­ 
aries, rentals, or similar 
items 
of taxable Income are not allowed 
as deductions unless included as 
income In the creditor’s return 
for tho year in which the deduc­ 
tion Is sought, or previous years. 
The fact that expected income was 
not received does not reduce the 
amount of taxable income.
